I say on the authority of God’s 
Word with all my soul this morn- 
ing, that I believe that the day 
of great revivals is not past. I 
believe that God can still answer 
in this hour with the old-time 
power. True, we are living in 
hectic days.

I 
would not be a preacher if I 
thought that God was not able te 
work in this hour as He worked 
in the past. 

I know that many revivals are 
like the revival that two Indians 
were talking about down in Ok- 
lahoma. One Indian went up te 
another one and said, “I heard 
you had a revival at your church, 
How did it come out? How did 
you like the preacher?” 

The .other Indian, in character 
istic Indian fashion, said, “Ug, 
big wind, heap dust, no rain.” 

I know that a lot of revivals 
today are like that—big wind,

“And unto the angel of the church of the Laodiceans 
write; These things saith the Amen, the faithful and true wit- 
ness, the beginning of the creation of God; I know thy works, 
that thou are neither cold nor hot: I would thou wert cold or 
hot. So then because thou art lukewarm, and neither cold 


nor hot, I will spue thee out 


of my mouth. Because thou 


sayest, I am rich, and increased with goods, and have need of 
nothing; and knowest not that thou are wretched, and mis- 
erable, and poor, and blind, and naked: I counsel thee to buy 
of me gold tried in the fire, that thou mayest be rich; and 
white raiment, that thou mayest be clothed, and that the 
shame of thy nakedness do not appear; and anoint thine eyes 


with eyesalve, that thou mayest see. 


As many as I love, I 


rebuke and chasten: be zealous therefore, and repent. Behold, 
I stand at the door, and knock; if any man hear my voice, 
and open the door, I will come in to him, and will sup with 
him, and he with me.”—Rev. 3:14-19. 

This is a striking and sad passage. At first glance it will 
seem to be rather out of place here at the Chicago Gospel 
Tabernacle where you have heard more good preaching than 
nearly anywhere else. Down through the years you have had 
all the great preachers here—Dr. Biederwolf, Dr. Oswald J. 
Smith, Dr. Walter Wilson, and many others. In many respects 
you have had the best opportunity of any group of people in 
Chicago. You say, “Talk to us about being backslidden, about 
lukewarmness, and such matters? Why don’t you talk to the 


ple who are modernists?” 
fike you do! 


About lukewarmness Jesus said, 


“Il know thy works.” I am not 
talking about what I know. I am 
mot going to preach on what I 
have observed or what I have 
read in the paper. I am going to 
preach what Jesus Christ said He 
knew about you. You will give 
an account to Him, He who had 
this written down, about how you 
receive the message. 


If something I say does not fit 
you, I am sorry; that will be my 
mistake. I will try to make 
something fit you! If I miss, you 
will know it was not intentional! 
But if what I say does not fit you, 
you may be sure that it does fit 
others. May the Lord speak to 
eur hearts. 


God’s Definition of “Luke 
warmness” : 
What did Jesus say about the 
gin of lukewarmness? 


First, notice the kind of sin it 
ie. It is not murder. It is not 
adultery. It is not lying and 
stealing. It is just the sin of 
lukewarmness, not hot and not 
cold, not especially good and not 
especially bad—just indifferent. 

Isn’t it a striking thing that 
Jesus says here, ‘You make Me 
gick. You nauseate Me. You 
make Me vomit you out of My 
mouth. I can’t abide you because 
you are halfhearted. I would 
think He would say that about 
people who are adulterers, drunk- 
ards, blasphemers. But He did 
not. He said, ‘You make Me sick 
because you are not hot and not

cold, just lukewarm.’ 

This is the sin of us who are 
nice Pharisees, of us who are fun- 
damentalists and ultra-fundamen- 
talists. We are not modernists, 
not us! Wedo not care if every- 
body goes to Hell; but we are fun- 
damentalists. We believe the Bi- 
ble from Genesis to Revelation. 
We do not often open the covers 
but we surely believe it, don’t we? 
Of course we do not know what 
is in between, but we are for it! 
That is the kind of Christians we 
are. We are these nice Pharisees 
who-have a name that we live, and 
are dead; these nice Pharisees 
who have a good kind of religion 
that lets our children go on to 
Hell. We cannot get our next- 
door neighbor to come with us to 
church. We are good Christians, 
but not good for anything espec- 
ially. We are just lukewarm, not 
cold and not hot. God says, “You 
make Me sick. I am going to 
vomit you out of My mouth.’ 

I have thought I might preach 
some day on “The Distress of 
God.” There is a good deal in 
the Bible about it. For example, 
at the time of the flood God said 
that the whole earth was filled 
with violence. The Scripture says, 
“It repented the Lord that he had 
made man on the earth, and it 
grieved him at his heart” (Gen. 
6:6). That is the grief of God 
when a whole world turned away 
from Him. Isn’t it rather strik- 
ing that there are not many places 
like that? Not many things grieve 
God at His heart, but here is one 
that nauseates Him, disgusts Him, 
pains Him, and makes Him sick. 
It is lukewarm, halfhearted, indif- 
ferent Christians. Oh, what a sin 
it is! 

We have an idea that we do not 
have revivals because some of the 
churches have turned modernis- 
tic. That is not the reason! A 
modernist cannot have a revival. 
a modernist cannot start one and 
he cannot stop one. He does not 
know the pedals and the steering 
wheel of a revival. Modernists 
are not to blame that we have no 
revivals, but the fundamentalists 
are. The people who believe the 
Bible are to blame. The people 
who go to tabernacles and hear 
great preachers and Bible teach- 
ers, who hear the best music in 
town are the ones who could have 
revival, except that they do not 
mean business. They have a good 
Lord, good Devil; milk-and-cider; 
half hot and half cold; half in 
and half out kind of religion. 

Down in Texas a good many 
years ago I asked a man, “Are 
you a Christian?” 

“Why yes,” he said, “I’ve been 


years.” Off and on! That-js the 
Way with many other Christians, 
too

mouth.” He says, ‘I will vomit 
you out. You are lukewarm. 
You do not mean business!’ 

Brother preacher, if we want a 
revival in this country we must 
begin to work where the trouble 
is; that is, on the saints of God 
in the good churches, among the 
Bible believers. Revival is being 
blocked there these days. 

If you really meant business, 
there are enough Christians in this 
place, with the Christian tradition 
and background and training that 
you have, to start a revival flame 
that would sweep over Chicago. 
But, like a lot of other Christians, 
you are lukewarm; not cold and 
not hot. I think God has called 
me to take the gospel pitchfork, 
heat it in a furnace seven times 
hotter than Nebuchadnezzar’s and 
go up and down the country, poke 
people and make them get in or 
get out, be for God or against 
Him, be for the gospel or against 
it, be for revival or against it, 
and say sO—mean business or get 
out! That is what God wants 
these days. 

Isn’t it strange that when the 
Lord Jesus dealt with a poor fallen 
woman taken in adultery, He said 
to her, ‘Neither do I condemn 
thee: go, and sin no more’? 

Isn’t it strange that He had not 
one word of rebuke for Zacchaeus 
when he slid down a tree to meet 
Him? Zacchaeus had been a 
crooked tax collector, robbing the 
poor, making money by false pre- 
tenses and sometimes by violence. 
He slid down that tree and said, 
‘Lord, Ill make it good, I'll 
repay fourfold, everybody I’ve 
wronged; I'll give half. of 
my goods to the poor.’ Jesus 
had not one word of scolding, but 
rather, He said, ‘All right Zac- 
chaeus, I’m going home with you 
for dinner. Come on; let’s go.’ 

Isn’t it rather striking that 
when the Lord Jesus found the 
man with a legion of devils in 
him, He did not have a harsh word 
to say? 

When the woman who was a 
sinner came and wept over His 
feet, isn’t it strange that Jesus 
said, ‘Great is thy faith. You can 
have what you want’? 

¥et when Jesus came to talk to 
the church people, the church 
people who tithed and prayed, the 
church people who kept all the 
rules, He turned to them and said, 
“Woe unto you scribes and Phari- 
sees, hypocrites... ye shall receive 
the greater damnation” (Matt. 
23:14). He said, ‘You are like a 
fine bowl. Outside you _ are 
washed clean; inside you are full 
of dirt. You are like a whited 
sepulchre. Outside you are white- 
washed and pretty. Inside you are 
full ‘of dead bodies and stench, 
with maggots gnawing on dirty 
bones.’ 

God had His strongest words to 
say and the dear Lord Jesus had 
the sharpness of His tongue re- 
served only for the pretenders 
who are outwardly righteous but 
who had no zeal for God. 

Oh, today we need a real reviv- 
ing of holy fervor and tears and 
concern among the people of God. 
How God Feels About Luke- 

warm Lives 

Next the Saviour says, “I would 
thou wert cold or hot.” You say, 
‘Do you mean that the Lord 
Jesus would rather have a man 
cold than to have him lukewarm ?” 

Yes, sir. He would rather have 
him hot. But if he is not hot,, 
then let him be cold; do not let 
him be lukewarm. 

Do you know what hinders these 
days? Somebody says, “My, we 
have thousands of Christians in 
the churches in Chicago.” Yes, 
sir, we have too many. And I 
do not necessarily nfean that they 
‘are not saved; I mean we have too 
many Christians of the kind we 
have. A lot of you people ought 


to get out. You do not mean 
business. You never win a soul. 
You never read the Bible through. 


You back-seat hangers-on, you] ¢ 


who drift in here, sit around the 
edges and chat a little! You have 


no burden for a revival, no burden 
for soul winning. The Lord says it 
would be better for you to get out. 
You hinder more than you. help. 

He says, “I would thou wert cold 
or hot.” 


It is one of the terrible, heart- 
breaking things that everywhere 
I go there are the lives of Chris- 
tian people denying and contra- 
dicting and hamstringing every 
gospel message I preach. Every- 
where I go I find that if I say 
to a fine lad, “It is a wonderful 
thing to be a Christian,” he thinks, 
though, he does not say so, “Well, 
my dad says he is a Christian, but 
it certainly doesn’t seem wonder- 
ful to him; my mother says she is 
a Christian, but it certainly doesn’t 
seem wonderful to her.” So I 
have to pull lost sinners over the 
carcasses of poor, halfhearted 
church people who do not mean 
business, who have no lilt in their 
voices when they sing, no glory in 
their faces day by day, no holy 
sacrifice in the way they give. 

The Lord says, ‘Get out if you 
do not mean business!’ He says, 
‘I would rather you would be cold 
than lukewarm.’ Why don’t you 
say, “I’m not for God; I’ve just 
been pretending” ? Why don’t you 
say, “I don’t believe the Bible’? 
Why don’t you say, “I’m really 
practically an infidel; there is no 
use pretending”? Why don’t you 
say, “I'll get out if I can’t get in, 
if I can’t mean business for God 
I will mean business for’ the 
Devil’? ‘The church of God, the 
work of God, the soul-winning em- 
phasis would be better off if some 
of you would throw up your hands 
and say, “I’m not a Christian. I'll 
run with the drunkards and 
harlots instead of pretending to be

yet beat their honest debts. Some 
of you are the kind of Christian 
who would not pay for your radio 
if a man did not come after the 
money and get it before you spent 
it. 


Some of you are the kind of 
Christian who does not get along 
at home, will not obey your par- 
ents, etc. Some of you Wives 
claim to be good Christians, yet 
at home you are a rebel. You 
break your marriage vow every 
day before Almighty God. You 
are a rebel, I say, and a sinner. 
You are living in constant rebel- 
lion because you will not obey 
your husband. A woman who is 
not a good wife is not a good 
wife is not a good Christian, A 
son who is not a good son is not 
a good Christian. A daughter 
who is not a good daughter is not 
a good Christian. A husband who 
is not a good husband is not a 
good Christian. If a lot of you 
people here today do not go and 
pay up “ionest cebts. if you do not 
have a holy zeal to do right, to 
keep your vows, to keep your 
promises and pledges, to pay your 
honest bills, then you need not 
talk about being a soul winner. 
What is wrong with you is that 
you are just fundamentally crook- 
ed and dishonest. You just do 
not obey the rules. Oh, how many 
Christians are lukewarm’ about 
the matter of holy living! 


Neglect of the Bible, Second 
Sign of Lukewarmness 
How many of you are just luke- 
warm about the Bible? Every- 
body in this place believes the 
Bible. It would be a_ strange 
thing, a shocking thing, if it 


should turn out that you had a. 


single Sunday Schoo] teacher here 
who did not believe all the Bible. 
Sure, you believe the Bible is the 
very inspired Word of God. But 
how many of you have read it 
through—I mean every genealogy, 
every line of the Old Testament 
and New Testament? Do not 
lie to God now! How many of 
you have read the whole Bible, 
every line, at least one _ time? 
(Some hands are raised.) Wait a 
minute; I thought this crowd be- 
lieved the Bible from cover to 
cover. Isn’t it a strange and 
shocking thing that not even half 
of you ever even read the Bible 
through one time? You are funda- 
mentalists. You are Bible-believ- 
ers. Yet not half of you ever 
read the Bible through one time! 
You do not mean business for 
God. You are lukewarm about 
the Bible, the very foundation of 
our faith. You have not even read 
all the Word of God! 


Somebody says, “I haven’t been 
gaved very long.” Well, it doesn’t 
take so long to read the Bible 
through. As the director of a book 
club and an editor, I am com- 
pelled to do an enormous amount 
of reading. But don’t you think 
it would be a shocking thing for 
anybody who reads, as I do, at 
least two or three books a week, 
not to read the Bible through in 
less than a year’s time? 


What about yourself? Listen! 
By reading the Bible fifteen min- 
utes a day, you can read it through 
By reading 
three chapters every weekday and 
five chapters on Sunday, you can 
read the Bible through in a year’s 
time. You can read one chapter 
a day in the New Testament or 
in the Psalms and three chapters a 
day in the Old Testament and read 
the Bible through in about ten 
months. If you spent anything 
Hike as much time as_ students 
gpend in one class—any class in 
school to get by—you could read 
the Bible through in a month’s 
time. You do not mean business 
about it, that is all. The real truth

You believe it, sure! Devils also 
believe and tremble. Every demon 
out of Hell believes the Bible. 
Bure! That you beliéve the Bible 
does not necessarily make you any 
good. Your trouble is not your 
poor cracked head. Your trouble

God wants you to do is to learn

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in the Bible? Everywhere I have 
asked that I have found that some 
like Isaiah or the book of Luke 
or the book of Acts. But the two 
books that are most loved every- 
where are the Psalms and the 
Gospel of John. I wonder how 
many of you seem to enjoy best 
the book of Isaiah? How many 
of you think you like best the 
book of Romans? (Some hands 
are raised each time.) How many 
of you like the little book of 
Ephesians? Well, some do, How 
many like best the book of re- 
vivals, the book of Acts? During 
parts of my life that has been the 
sweetest of all the books to me. 
How many like best the book of 
Luke? How many like best the 
book of Revelation—that is about 
your size; isn’t it? How many 
like best the Gospel of John? How 
many like best the book of 
Psalms? It is pretty close. 


Now, these are the two most) 
popular books everywhere else and 
the two most popular here. How 
many of you know how many 
chapters there are in the Psalms? 
(Hands are raised.) There is my 
wife and my secretary and four 
others of you. You sure revel in 
the Psalms, don’t you? You don’t 
even know how many there are! 


How many know how many 
chapters there are in the Gospel 
of John? Why, what is the 
matter? John is certainly the 
most popular of all the Gospels. 
It has the most famous verse in 
the whole Bible. It has the third 
chapter on the new birth. It has 
the famous fourteenth chapter, the 
comfort chapter. It has the most 
extended story of the crucifixion, 
in Some respects, and has more of 
the plan of salvation than any 
other book in the whole Bible. 
And only about half a dozen of 
you think you know how many 
chapters it has! 


I am just saying that you are 
not red-hot about the Bible. You 
do not read the Bible much. The 
plain truth is, you do not mean 
business about the Bible. I do not 
wonder that God vomits people out 
who feel that way about His Word. 
Oh, the Word of God! O God, give 
us a concern for it! 

Just believing the Bible is not 
the main thing. That is not what 
the Bible commands us to do. 
Where in the Bible does it say, 
“Believe the Word’? That is not 
what it says. It says, “This book 
of the law shall not depart out of 
thy mouth; but thou shak medi- 
tate therein day and night .. .” 
(Josh. 1:8). It says, ‘“*Therefore 
shall ye lay up these my words in 
your heart and in your soul... 
ye shall teach them your children, 
speaking of them when thou 
sittest in thine house, and when 
thou walkest by the way, when 
thou liest down, and when thou 
risest up. And thou shalt write 
them upon the door posts of thine 
house, and upon thy gates” (Deut. 
11:18-20). It says, ‘Blessed ig the 
man that meditates therein day 
and night’ (Psa. 1). Oh, the 
Word of God! To believe it is 
not enough. It will not do you 
much good to believe the Bible 
if you do not love it, do not read 
it, do not meditate in it, do not 
delight in it. 

“Well, I read it, Brother Rice, 
but I just ‘can’t remember it,” 
you say. Yes, when ! hvae read it 
and was not interested, I did not 
remember it either. When you read 
it without your heart being in it, 
you won’t remember it. Isn’t it 
strange that you can remember 
other things but cannot remem- 


ber the Bible? No, it is not 
strange. If you ever get on fire 
about it and read it, and love it, 


if you quote it to yourself and 
hide it in your heart, you will get 
to where you can remember it. 
No, vou do not love the Bible. You 
are lukewarm, as are so many of 
us, about the Word of God. 


Are You Lukewarm About 
the Service of God? 
What else are Christians luke- 
warm about? They are lukewarm 
about the service of God, the 
church of God, the work of God. 
Let me say a thing I feel I ought 
to say. Brother Pastor, this is 
one of the very few places I ever 
come where people do not come 
down to the front to hear me 
preach, I am accustomed to hav- 
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ing people nearly everywhere I go 
crowd down to the front to hear 
me as if they thought they would 
rather enjoy it. I believe a 
preacher is a man of God, that 
people ought to turn their minds 
away from other things and come 
down and get a blessing. I know 
why people scatter in the back of 
the building. Your heart is not 
much in the service and you want 
to be able to get out easily after 
you have talked a little bit. 
heart is not in it, I say. You are 
the back-seat kind of Christians. 
Where I preach I am accustomed 
to having people come down to 
the front. If the building is fill- 
ed, the front seats are filled first. 
I am not so much concerned about 
how you feel toward me. You 
feel that way about other preach- 
ers, too. You feel that way about 
your pastor. You are just luke- 
warm hangers-on. You drift in 
and drift out. Your children run 
back and forth during the serv- 
ices because you are that kind of 
Christians. You are lukewarm 
about the house of God. 


There is another word which I 
think I ought to say. This is a 
wonderful place of influence, but 
I am rather shocked that you 
have had two or three weeks of 
emphasis on the matter of tithing 
and yet have had only a little ov- 
er a hundred people to set out 
to tithe. I think you _ people 
ought to have more burden about 
it than that. Lukewarm about 
the house of God! Lukewarm 
about the work of God! 


Neglected Prayer Life Shows 
Lukewarmness 

What else? I wonder: are you 
lukewarm about your prayer life? 
I do not know. I am not the one 
to say. But are you likewarm 
about praying? How much do 
you pray? Oh, too little,’ too. lit- 
tle I pray! 

Oh, lukewarmness about prayer! 
People go through form and rig- 
marole, do a lot of palavering, use 
a lot of long words. You talk nice 
theology—as if God didn’t know 
all about that. But you come 
without any tears, without any 
trembling of lips, without any 
agony of soul, without any plead- 
ing and supplication. You do not 
mean business when you pray! If 


God. Check on your own heart. 
Are you lukewarm about praying? 

In the Bible there are some 
shocking things said about prayer. 
Paul said, ‘Epaphras labours fer- 
vently for you in prayers’ (Col. 
4:12). The word labours in the 
Greek meant to agonize. The 
meaning is “He agonizes for you 
in prayer.” 

Jesus went into the Garden of 
Gethsemane “and his sweat was 
as it were great drops of blood 
falling down to the ground” (Luke 
22:44). The amazing thing is not 
that it was blood. The point I 
want you to see is that when 
Jesus prayed, He sweated. He 
worked at prayer. Do you have 
so much fervor that it means 
tears, trembling, sobbing, sweat- 
ing? Do you? Is that what 
prayer means to you? If not, 
then you are not praying much. 

I have been in some great reviv- 
als, but I have never been in a 
great revival where it did not 
turn out that there were many 
people who learned to weep before 
God, who had a burden of soul 
before God. A woman would 
come and say, “Brother Rice, I 
didn’t sleep last night. All night 
I prayed for my husband [or for 
my boy] and I believe God is going 
to hear me.” 

During one revival a pastor 
came and woke me up about five 
o’clock one morning and _= said, 
“Brother Rice, we are going to 
have a revival!” 

“Well, that is fine. Where in 
the world have you been” He was 
in his overalls. Up to his knees 


shoes were soaking wet. I said, 
“Where have you been and how do 
you know about a revival?’’: 

“After the service last night 
I went to milk the cow. Then I 
thought, ‘What is the use of go- 
ing to bed?’ So all night as I 
walked through the fields and pas- 
tures I looked up at the stars and 
prayed and cried. Then I knelt 
down in the dewy grass and pray- 
ed and cried. I spent the whole 
night in this manner. I have just 
gotten the victory. We are go- 
ing to have a revival!” —

tion, but I still have Jesus on my 
hands.’ 


Pilate was very near the line. 
He tried to reason with them. 
Then he arose from the throne, 


took Jesus by the hand, led Him 
out in front of them and asked, 
“What shall I do then with Jesus 
which is called Christ ?” 


So I lead Him out before this 
audience tonight and ask you the 
same words Pilate asked the crowd 
that surged around the throne that 
day. 

Pilate was confronted, my 
friends, with difficulties. He had 
many things fo encourage him. He 
had his wife’s dream. The story 
of Mrs. Pilate is very briefly told 
in the Bible, in one verse of Scrip- 
ture. It is no evidence of her 
worth and character as a woman 
that God condescended to reveal 
Himself in a dream to her. He 
revealed Himself in a dream to 
Pharoah to Nebuchadnezzar. Yet 
for all we know, Mrs. Pilate might 
have been a very reverent, devout 
woman, constantly on the alert to 
gave her husband from the diffi- 
culties into which she knew his 
miserable, pliable temper would 
Jead him. Somehow, while she 
slept, God worried her by a dream. 
What He revealed, I do not know. 
Presumably it was about Jesus 
and the part her husband was to 
play in this tragedy. (They 
couldn’t put Him on the _ cross 
without the consent of Pilate.) 


She sent a messenger Yo Pilate 
with the plea: ‘Have thou nothing 
to do with this just man: for I 
have suffered many things this 
day in a dream because of him. 
Have nothing to do with him.’ 


So we have the personality of 
Jesus. Never had such a per- 
gonality appeared before Pilate 
for sentence. There He stood in 
His calmness, in His purity, in His 
power — more beautiful than a 
dream of Pericles. 


I am frank to tell you that if 
I were on a jury, the personality 
ef the man would have a big drag 
with me—almost as much as what 
the man on the witness stand 
would say. If I were called upon 
te try a man like Bryan, or 
Roosevelt, I am frank to tell you 
that his personality would have a 
tremendous drag with your Uncle 
Fuller. 


Pilate had the personality of 
Jesus. He had the miracles of 
Jesus. I do not know that Pilate 
had ever witnessed Christ’s per- 
forming a miracle. I do not know 
that Pilate had ever seen a man 
ex woman who had been a recip- 
fent of the power of Jesus. Posi- 
tive am I that he knew about the 
miracles, for they were current 
eonversation. There was no sec- 
tion of the country where he could 
mot find somebody whom Jesus 
Christ had benefited, either by op- 
ening their eyes or curing their 
lameness. 

So while certain things influ- 
enced Pilate for Jesus, other 
things discouraged him. And 
while God is trying to bring in- 
fluence to bear toward making 
you a Christian, the Devil is bring- 
img influence to bear toward keep- 
img you away from Jesus. 

So Pilate had these things to 
eonsider: first, what would the 
Jews say? The Jews were at 
this time under the control of the 
Romans, who were severe in their 
exactions; and Pilate was the very 
triple essence of severity. So 
harsh was he that some of the 
influential Jews had gone to Rome 
te intercede with Caesar to have 
Pilate recalled and a more kind 
and humane man placed over them 
fm Jerusalem. 
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With Jesus?” 


Cowardice the Cause 

Pilate knew that these Jews 
had no use for Jesus. He also 
knew that if they heard that he 
had thrown his influence on. the 
side of Jesus, it would only in- 
crease their enmity and their hat- 
red and they would bring stronger 
influence to bear. Pilate figured: 
“These Jews up at Jerusalem have 
no use for Jesus. They say He 
is a fraud. If they hear that I 
say He is not a fraud, then they 
will have no use for me. But if 
they hear that I have denounced 
Him, I will win their friendship, 
they will withdraw their opposi- 
tion and I will hold my job.” 

Pilate was willing to let that 
gang nail Jesus Christ to the 
cross in order to keep their friend- 
ship and hold his job. All over 
the land today there are people 
who are willing to do the same 
thing for a trifling reason. Pilate, 
my friends, asked himself: ‘‘What 
would the Jews say about it?” 

Pilate should not have yielded 
to their clamor, but should have 
been willjng to sacrifice his office 
and his life to avoid convicting 
Jesus Christ, an innocent Person. 
It was that Jewish hierarchy that 
threatened old Pilate as an office- 
holder. 

Pilate was a_ stand-pat, free- 
lunch, pie-counter, pliable, plas- 
tic, lickspittle, rat-hole, tin-horn, 
weasel-eyed, ward-heeling, graft- 
ing, whiskey-soaked politician of 
his day, pure and simple. Old Pi- 
late was a direct product of the 
political system of Rome. He was 
a typical machine politician. And 
there is no more low-down scoun- 
drel on earth than a mere typical 
machine politician. 

It wasn’t the common people 
who led the mob. They heard 
Him gladly. The common people 
shouted, “Hosanna!” They press- 


ed upon Him to hear the Word.of. 


God. The common people plucked 
branches from the trees, “tore the 
flowers from their stalks and pav- 
ed His way with mementos of es- 
teem. They tore off their gar- 
ments and threw them at His feet 
for paving stones as He went 
down the streets of Jerusalem. 
The common people? No! The 
temple thieves, the high priests, 
the elders, the scribes, the Phari- 
sees, the hierarchy possessed the 
delegated power and used _ that 
power in defiance of common peo- 
ple. They made a mistake when 
they gave the dirty pups the 
power. 

So, “What will the Jews say?” 


Listen, “What will Caesar 
say?” (Caesar’s word was law.) 

Pilate says: “If Caesar at Rome 
hears that I have let Jesus go, 
and by that act admitted that I 
believe His claims are just, He 
won't stand for it; so off will 
come my head; I will surely lose 
my job. But if Caesar hears that 
I say this man Jesus is a fraud 
and that I let them put Him on 
the cross, he will know that I am 
at my job, working for the inter- 
ests of Rome. I will win Caesar’s 
favor and keep my job.’ 


Oh, he was willing to sacrifice 
Jesus Christ to please old Caesar 
and to please the gang that had 
no use for Jesus Christ. I despise 
a man like that. But, hold on! 
I don’t have to go back to old 
Pilate—I don’t have to go out of 
this city to find people of the 
same low-down type as was old 
Pilate. 


Pilate often heard of Jesus; no 
doubt he was prejudiced against 
Him, and was longing for the 


chance to pass sentence against 
Jesus. I have imagined the look 
of wonder that must have swept 
over the face of Pilate as Jesus 
was ushered into his presence. Pi- 
late turned to Him and said: ‘Art 
thou the Son of God’ ? 

Jesus answered: ‘I am.’ 

He was either the Son of God, 
conceived by the Holy Ghost, born 
of the Virgin Mary, suffered un- 
der Pontius Pilate, was crucified, 
dead and buried; or He was a 
bastard, for He was born out of 
wedlock. He was either conceiv- 
ed by the Holy Ghost as He was 
an illegitimate offspring of a 
Jewish harlot. 

Christ Divine in Birth 

.Away with your damnable Uni- 
tarian theory that makes Jesus a 
bastard! My mother taught me 
that the Good Book didn’t lie. And 
if Jesus Christ wasn’t the Son of 
God, it does lie. My mother 
taught me that a good man didn’t 
lie. And if Jesus Christ wasn't 
the Son of God, He was a liar, and 
all the teachings of the Bible are 
false. 

It would take an_unearthy 
imagination—something like that 
of Jules Verne or H. G. Wells—to 
imagine and picture what histagy 
might have been had a_= strong 
press existed at the beginning of 
time. I have often tried to imag- 
ine how different the early his- 
tory might have been had there 
been in Jerusalem at that time a 
great Jewish daily, a string of 
popular newspapers down through 
Asia Minor — a Hebrew Lord 
Northcliffe, or a Jim Keeley of the 
Chicago Tribune, or a Pulitzer or 
a Hearst. Jesus would have been 
the newspaper sensation of His 
day. I know newspaper men as 
well as I Know any men in Ameri- 
ca today, and there is no other 
crowd on this planet more quick 
to detect a fraud or to rise more 
quickly and stand by righteous- 
ness and loyalty and_ sincerity 
than the newspaper men. The 
way Jesus Christ saw _ through 
sham and veneer; His straight- 
from-the-shoulder blows against 
the vested wrongs of His day; His 
biting, sarcastic epigrams and 
transparent sincerity and His big, 
open-hearted mannerism . would 
have won the heart and love of 
every reporter in Jerusalem had 
they been there. 

A reading of the New Testa- 
ment makes it mighty clear to the 
ordinary mind that Jesus, at the 
time of Mlis_ crucifixion, was 
mighty popular with the masses. 
The common people heard Him 
giadly. Only a little while be- 
fore His crucifixion Jerusalem 
turned out en masse to hear Him, 
and they gave Him a popular re- 
ception. The only way that 
miserable little clique of Jerusalem 
politicians and high priests could 
escape the wrath of the masses 
was to railroad Jesus Christ 
through under cover of darkness. 
They knew that the proposition 


to crucify Jesus would never have] . 


stood the referendum test; they 
knew that Jesus would have 
beaten them to a frazzle if they 
had ever put the thing to a vote. 

Just imagine what a hard time 
those high priests would have had, 
hag there been a_ syndicate of 
newspapers playing upon the front 
page a three-column display head- 
line about the villainy of that little 
crowd of religious bigots and 
crooked politicians who were in- 
tent on murdering Jesus Christ, 
the One who stood for the common 
people as no other man in history 
had stood and no other man in 
history ever will stand. 

So old Pilate called for a basin 
of water, walked out before the 
crowd, washed his hands and said: 


‘I wash my hands of His blood.

There has come from across the 
seas a book bearing the strange 
title, Letters From Hell. The 
introduction was written by 
George McDonald.

In the Bank of England is a 
machine—a marvelous mechan- 
ism. It is used to weigh gold 
sovereigns. The Bank of England 
never takes gold for its face 
value, as our banks do. They 
always weigh gold because gold 
will wear off by circulation. 
I had a friend out in Illinois 
who had some $45,000 in gold. He 
sent it to the First National Bank 
of Chicago for deposit. They

500 shy on weight. The Bank of 


England always weighs gold. A 


gold is dropped through a little 
slit and falls on @ pan. If it is 
standard weight it tips to the 
right; if it is a fraction short it 
tips to the left. It never makes 
a mistake. Never! It saves the 


Bank of England hundreds of 
pounds of sterling every year. 

That is nothing compared with 
the scrutiny that we will have to 
pass through when we stand be- 
fore God. We can’t muster be- 
cause of our wealth or intellec- 
tual standing. It is because of 
our acceptance or rejection of Je- 
sus Christ; then our becoming 
children of God depends on what 
becomes of Jesus. 

There is an insidious heresy: 
the teaching about the universal 
fatherhood and _ brotherhood of 
man, the teaching that we are all 
one flesh. But if you are not a 
child of God, you are a creature 
of God. We are all creaturés of 
God. (Nobody is a child of God 
but a Christian.) You are my 
brother in the flesh; that is, you 
are human and I am human. But 
you are not my brother in the 
spirit unless you are a Christian. 
God is the Creator of us all, but 
God is the Father of none but 
those who believe in Jesus Christ. 

Rebirth Necessary 

There was one way you came 
into the world—you were born. 
There is one way you will get in- 
to Heaven—you must be born 
again. You have had a physical 
birth. You must have a spiritual 
birth and that must come through 
Jesus Christ as the Son of God. 

Does Jesus Christ lack any- 
thing in your esteem? Wherein 
does He fail to measure up to 
your ideal? Where could He im- 
prove? What could you suggest 
that would improve Jesus Christ? 
I would be very giad to know. 

A man said: “If you can find 
me an absolutely flawless charac- 
ter, I will worship Him.”

tion over the land are pitiful 
to the extreme. The pjtiful con 
ditions of our time demand that 
we have a great revival. The 
psalmist cried out in Psalm 119: 
126, “It is time for thee, Lord, te 
work; for they have made void 
thy law.” God’s law has been 
made void. There is a godlessness 
over our nation today as never 
before. There is a form of god 
liness and lukewarmness as we 
have never seen. There is lazi- 
ness among believers and people 
are not willing to win souls. 

I read recently where a man 
said that he was asked the ques 
tion “Is it hard to have great re 
vivals today?” 

The man said, “Aboslutely not! 
It is just harder to get people to 
win souls today than it used to be.” 

The day of great revivals is not 
past. The pitiful conditions of 
our time demand that we have 
great revivals today. Our 
churches have no powers, no con- 
cern and no tears. It seems that 
we have been innoculated with a 
mild sort of Christianity until we 
are immune to the real _ thing. 
Yes, brethren, the pitiful condi- 
tions of our time say, “It is time 
for thee, Lord, to work; for they 
have made void thy law.”’ 

God’s Jaw has been done away 
with in the home. It has been 
made void in the home. One out 
of every four marriages result in 
divorce. The Reader’s’ Digest 
magazine said recently that if 
the present trend continues, by 
1956, one marriage out of every 
two will end in divorce. Over the 
United States in an average year, 
ebout 2 million, 350 thousand 
children are born.

We need a 
revival today in our homes be- 
cause God’s law has been made 
void in the home. The pitiful 
condition of our homse demands 
that we have a revival. 

In Proverbs 22:6 Solomon said, 

“Train up a child in the way he 
should go; and when he is old, 
he will not depart from it.” Yes, 
children need to be trained in the 
home. That is why we need a re- 
vival today. 
I was in a revival recently in a 
northern state. The pastor and [ 
were out doing visitation work. 
One evening just before the serv- 
ice we went into a modest little 
home in the section where the 
pastor was pastoring. We got in- 
to conversation with the lady 
about her soul. She invited us in. 
We began to talk with her fur- 
ther. She said to us, “I have been 
a member of a church for ten or 
twelve years and I have never 
heard a sermon on the plan of 
galvation. I want my nome to be a 
Christian home. And about all 
that my pastor gives is book re- 
views on Sunday morning, and 
there are no services on Sunday 
night, and no services on Wednes- 
day night. About all that my 
pastor preaches about is some so- 
cial problem. I want to know the 
Lord so I can have a Christian 
home.” | 

While we were talking, there 
was a little seven or eight-year- 
old girl running around the room. 
The mother would say, “Now 
honey, please keep quiet. These 
men want to talk to Mama about 
her spiritual condition. Please 
don’t do that, honey. These men 
want to talk to Mama.” But honey 
kept running around the _ room. 
Finally, when the mother said, 
“Honey, please stop that,” the lit- 
tle girl straightened up real stiff 
and said, “You shut your trap!” 

The mother said, “Now please, 
honey, don’t say that to Mama.” 

She stomped her foot and again 
gaid, “You shut your trap, or I 
will put you in the garbage can 
and put the lid on it.” 

I said to myself, “What a ter- 
rible condition this home is in! 
Oh. how this child needs to be 
whipped and _ spanked! This 
mother needs to know the Bible 
on how to have a Christian home.” 
I tell you, that little child whom 
she is calling honey now, is going 
to break her mother’s heart a little 
later on. 

The pastor and I went out the 
door still not able to talk to the 
mother. The mother never did 
spank the child. The mother never 
did reprimand the little child. As 
we went out the door, the pastor 
pulled his hat down on his head 
with a jerk, and said, “If I had 
that kid for about three minutes, 
I would apply the board of educa- 
tion to the seat of knowledge.” 
Amen! What children need today 


old-time religion, and who ad- 
minister the old-time spankings. 
The reason God” lawhas been made 
void in the home is because people 
have not obeyed the Bible teaching 
on whipping children. The reason 
our homes are in the pitiful con- 
dition they are in today and we 
need a revival so desperately in 
our home is because we have 
parents who do not know the 
Lord. I say to you, if we had 
more spiritual power applied in 
the high chair, we would need 
less kilowatt power in the electric 
ehair. My friends, today we have 
fuvenile delinquency over the na- 
tion to such an extent that we 
meed desperately a revival. And 
the only thing that is going to 
gave the American home today is 
the old-time revival power in the 
hearts of fathers and mothers. 

I say the pitiful conditions of 
eur homes demand that we have 
@ revival today. Recent statistics 
indicate that eighty-five per cent 
of the children who get saved are 
gaved because their parents are’ 
Christians. Now if that be true, 
our nation today is in a pitiful 
condition. The latest religious 
figures indicate that over fifty 
per cent of our nation, fifty per 
cent of men and women, girls and 


church. According to the latest 
information, 30,000 churches have 
no resident pastor, In the United 
States 13 million, 400 thousand 
do not receive any religious in- 
struction at all. God’s law has 
been made void in the home. We 
need a revival. | 


God’s law has been made void 
in the churches. Recent figures 
reveal that five per cent of the 
church members do not exist; ten 
per cent of them cannot be found; 
twenty per cent never pray; thirty 
per centenever go to church; forty 
per cent never read their Bibles; 
sixty per cent never go to church 
on Sunday; seventy per cent never 
bear any kind of church responsi- 
bility; eighty per cent never go 
to prayer meeting; ninety per cent 
never have family worship; and 
ninety-five per cent never win a 
soul to Christ. What a pitiful 
condition our churches are in to- 
day! We need a revival. God's 
law has been made void. It is 
time for thee, Lord, to work, be- 
cause people have made void Thy 
law. 

Sometime ago I was in a meet- 
ing in Illinois. We were placed in 
the home of one of the church 
members. When we went down 
to the basement of this home of a 
member of the church in good and 
regular standing, do you know 
what we found? A _ rathskeller 
with a bar, with, Four’ Roses 
whisky, with the Hiram Walker 
whisky, four or five cases of 
Falstaff beer, a slot machine, pin- 
ball machines, and a dance floor— 
all that down in the basement of a 
church member in an _. Illinois 
church! I say to you, with mem- 
bers in good standing in a church 
like that, our churches are in a 
pitiful condition today. In _ the 
churches we need a revival, 


I believe that in Revelation the 
present-day church is described 
accurately when John said in the 
third chapter, beginning with 
verse 14: 

“Unto the angel of the church 
of the Laodiceans write; These 
things saith the Amen, the faith- 
ful and true witness, the begin- 
ning of the creation of God; I 
know thy works, that thou art 
neither cold nor hot: I would thou 
wert cold or hot. So then because 
thou are lukewarm, and neither 
cold nor hot, I will spue thee out 
of my mouth. Because thou sayest, 
I am rich, and increased with 
goods, and have need of nothing; 
and knowest not that thou art 
wretched, and miserable, and poor, 
and blind, and naked: I counsel 
thee to buy of me gold tried in 
the fire, that thou mayest be rich; 
and white raiment, that. thou 
mayest be clothed, and.that the 
shame of thy nakedness do not 
appear; and anoint thine eyes with 
eyesalve, that thou mayest see.” 


Then it says in verse 20: 


“Behold, I stand at the door, 
and knock: if any man hear my 
voice, and open the door, I will 
come in to him, and will sup with 
him, and he with me.” 

We often quote verse 20 as 
applying to sinners. I think that 
it does apply to unsaved people 
in a secondary sense. But to 
whom was this said? It was said 
to a church. The Lord is standing 
outside the door of many churches 
today trying to get in. Those 
words were spoken to a church. 
I believe it applies, too, to those 
who are unsaved, ; 

From a recent denominational 
report in one of the largest de- 
nominations, I learned that ten 
thousand towns in the United 
States have no church whatso- 
ever. Thirty thousand towns in 
the United States have no resident 
pastor. The heathen people are 
increasing over the world at the 
rate of six million a year more 
than we are winning them to 
Christ. The church needs a re- 
vival, I think every church of 
any size ought to have a mission 
point. I think that many churches 
ought to have regular Saturday 
street services in town. We ought 
to have jail services. We ought 
to have services in Old Folks’ 
Homes. We ought to have brush 
arbor meetings. We ought to 


have hospital services, We need to 


have tent revivials. We need 
everyway we can—by personal 
soul winning and the power of 
God—-to bring a revival to our 
churches today. 

I read a poem recently that 
thrilled my soul. I believe it 
expresses in a measure what I 


‘am trying to say this morning: 


Give us a watchword for the 
hour, 

A thrilling word, a word of 
power, 

A battle cry, a flaming breath, 

A call to conquest or to death. 

A word to rouse the saints 
from rest 

To heed the Master’s high 
behest. 


The call is given, Ye hosts 
arise 
The watchword is evangelize, 
To fallen men, a dying race, 
Make known the gift of 
Gospel grace; | 
The world that now in dark- 
ness lies 
Evangelize, evangelize. 


Someone has said that we have 
two kinds of people today—those 
who are evangelical but not 
evangelistic; and those who are 
evangelical and evangelistic. Some- 
one has said that evangelical is 
truth on ice, and evangelistic is 
truth on fire. What we need today 
is truth on fire. We need a re- 
vival because God’s law has been 
made void. The pitiful conditions 
of our time demand we have a 
revival, 


The Prophets and Preachers 
of the Past Demonstrate 
How We Can Have 
Great Revivals 


Not only to the pitiful conditions, 
demand we have a great revival} 


now; but the preachers and 
prophets of the past demonstrated 
how we can have a great revival 
now. We read in Joel 2:13: “Rend 
your heart, and not your gar- 
ments, and turn unto the Lord 
your God: for he is gracious and 
merciful, slow to anger, and of 
great kindness, and repénteth him 
of the evil.’’ God’s prophets and 
preachers through the ages have 
demonstrated how we can have 
great revivals today. Second 
Chronicles 7:14 is being quoted 
often these days. We know it: “If 
my people, which are called by my 
name, shall humble’ themselves, 
and pray, and seek my face, and 
turn from their wicked ways; then 
will I hear from heaven, and will 
forgive their sin, and will heal 
their land.” Act 2:39 says: “For 
the promise [the promise of the 
Holy Ghost] is unto you, and to 
your children, and to all them that 
are afar off.” God’s prophets and 
preachers through the ages have 
demonstrated to us how we can 
have revival today. , 

Now what conditions did they 
face in the past when they had 
great revival needs? First of all, 
I want to say that there is a sort 
of pious defeatism that is sweep- 
ing over our land today. This 
pious defeatism that we can’t 
have revivals today, this sort of 
dispensational teaching is really 
only an excuse for our lack of 
power. I am a premillennial be- 
liever of the second coming of the 
Lord. But this kind of dispensa- 
tional teaching today that says 
we cannot have a great revival is 
unscriptural it is wrong and it is 
sinful. I believe that we can have 
revival today. I believe the Bible 
definitely teaches that we are in 
the last days. But this is.no 
excuse. I know people are saying 
that we are living in the last days,. 
and we can’t get people saved; 
but the last days all through the 
Scriptures are characterized as 
days of great revival where peo- 
ple can be saved, where anybody 
can have a reviva] who will pay 
the price. 

Now what conditions did they 
face in the past? I am not saying 
that we are growing better and 
better, that the world is going to 
finally be converted; but I am 
saying that we look at the past 
and think that all they had to do 
was to announce a revival. They 
didn’t have to pray very much. 
All they had to do was just open 
up the church and _ everybody 
would come flocking in. They did 
not have any difficulties and 
everybody cooperated, everything 


was fine. In the days past we 


could have great revivals, but we’ 


ct ee 


cannot have them now. 

I have done some intensive re- 
search into this matter. And I 
believe with all my heart that we 
are living in the day of great re- 
vival possibilities just as much as 
in the past. First, what kind of 
conditions did they face? They 
faced sin and wickedness then just 
like we do now. 


Do you think Elijah had a 
revival set-up when he went up 
to Mount Carmel? Absolutely 
not! He did not have an advance 
committee. He did not have any 
advance prayer meetings. He did 
not have any men to go up and 
advertise. But he had upon him 
the power of the Holy Spirit. Four 
hundred and fifty prophets of Baal 
made no difference to him. Old 
wicked King Ahab made no dif- 
ference to him. They had a re- 
vival then in spite of the condi- 
tions. 


Someone asked a friend one 
time: “How are you?” 

The friend replied, “Well, I am 
all right, under the conditions.” 

The friend said, “What in the 
world are you doing under there? 
Come on out!” 


Christians are not to be under 
conditions; we are to be above 
conditions. We are to say that 
God is able in this hour of sin, 
wickedness and darkness to have 
a great revival. 


Yes, Elijah faced sin. Jonah, 
when he went into wicked old sin- 
ful Nineveh, did not have a place 
to preach. - But in that city of one 
million, five hundred thousand peo- 
ple, he went three days through it 
preaching “repentance, _ repent- 
ance, repentance!” He was filled 
with the power of the Holy Spirit 


sand was a man dedicated to God. 


And he had a great revival. 


John the Baptist, preaching down 
by the Jordan River, did not have 
a real “set-up” for a revival. He 
held a revival in the desert. Folks 
today say you cannot have one in 
the summer; you have to have a 
revival in cool weather,. You have 
to have a centrally-located place. 
But he took it out from Jerusalem, 
out to the desert, from the center 
of population. Everybody stood 
up. They didn’t have pews to sit 
down in, but they had a great 
revival. God is still able to bless 
in this hour like He blessed John 
the Baptist. 

On the day of Pentecost what 
conditions did they face? The 
apostles were defeated up to a few 
days before then. They were dis- 
contented and many of them had 
gone back to their fishing. But 
they gathered together for ten 
days of prayer, and the Holy 
Spirit descended in revival power. 

Paul was stoned, was oppressed, 
afflicted, and cast from towns. He 
did not have an easy time having 
revivals. Charles Wesley, the 
great hymn writer who perhaps 
wrote more hymns than any other 
hymn writer of the Christian 
church, and John Wesley, were 
opposed, tooth and toenail, by 
their denomination. They had to 
hold their meetings in the open 
air; had to face sin and wicked- 
ness on every hand. 
sent a revival because John Wes- 
ley had an Aldersgate experience 
with the Lord. I say they faced 
sin back there. 

Jonathan Edwards, who began 
the great revival in the New Eng- 
land states many years ago, faced 


opposition. When he began to|- 
have souls saved after that won- 


derful sermon, “Sinners in the 
Hands of an Angry God,” they 
circulated letters about him. They 
brought him before his presbytery. 
They brought him before the 
courts and the high mucky-mucks, 
but he did not stop preaching. 
They had great revivals, and they 
had opposition, too.

The Day of Great Revivals 
is NOT Fast

ney, whom we oftentimes quote. 
I was reading in his Revival Lec- 
tures just the other day what they 
faced back then . Did you Know 
that Charles Finney opposed slav- 
ery thirty years before the Civil 
War? Did you know that Charles 
Finney’s church excluded mem- 
bers who believed in slavery back 
thirty years before the Civil War? 
Jonathan Edwards opposed it, and 
Charles Finney~opposed the wick- 
edness of his time. They faced it. 
Did you know that Charles Fin- 
ney’s church excluded Masons 
from their membership? In _ his 
Revival Lectures, Charles G. Fin- 
ney savs that just four years 
after Morgan wrote his expose,of 
Masonry, when so many of the 
pastors got on fire and began to 


preach against this  sin—that 
four years after that, Charles 
Finney says one hundred _ thou- 


sand people were saved in that 
New England section. The “Great 
Awakening,” Charles Finney says, 
came about because the churches 
began to oppose drinking,  slav- 
ery, smoking, the Masonic lodge, 
and other kinds of worldiness. 
They faced sin back then, but 
they did something about it. That 
is more than we are doing today. 
The reason we cannot have re- 
vival in many churches is becausé 
Christians will not‘ pay the price. 
God can send one, but Christians 
today need to pay the price. 

D. L. Moody is often quoted as 
a great evangelist, and I believe 
he is the greatest evangelist who 
ever lived, outside of the Apostle 
Paul. D. L. Moody faced hard 
things in his ministry. People 
have forgotten about them. I 
have made ae study of D. L. 
Moody’s life. I have some facts in 
this message this morning that 
are not in print. I remember 
reading just a few months ago, 
when we were in Tucson, Arizona, 
the newspapers about the great 
revival’ which Moody held there. 
Now remember, at the height of 
his career Moody held the revival 
there. They rented a theatre in 
Tucson in which to hold the meet- 
ing. No church was big enough. 
Then right at the last of the 
meeting, when everything was at 
its height and so many people 
were being saved, a stage com- 
pany came in and over-bid the 
people of the Lord and they clos- 
ed down the revival in Tucson 


three days before it was sup- 
posed to close. Moody did not 
have everything easy. Moody 


faced opposition. 

In Chicago, Illinois, what did 
they say about Moody? They 
called him “Crazy Moody” when 
he tried to organize a Sunday 
school. When he went to Eng- 
land they made a charge against 
his character, ete. Accusations 
were made that Moody and ®an- 
key were trying to get rich on 
their songbooks, though neither 
had ever accepted a penny. They 
had every right—Moody and San- 
key both—but they refused the 
money. Christians faced opposi- 
tion back there, but they did 
something about it. What did 
they do? Moody faced it; Billy 
Sunday faced it. 

I read recently in the Moody 
Monthly an editorial which said 
in part: “The unsaved are not 
coming. . .. The proof that an 
awakening is being needed can be 
found in any Sunday evening 
Service. . . . The unsaved are 
present in meager numbers, al- 
though the service is always de- 
voted to the preaching of the gos- 


pel to them.” 
Now this sounds modern, 
doesn’t it? “The unsaved aren’t 


coming.” The saved are coming, 
but the unsaved aren’t. We need 
an awakening. Now; when was 
this article written? The article 
was in the Moody Monthly for 
October 15, 1904. Who was the 
pastor of the church about which 
it was written? R.A. Torrey was 
the pastor of the church. Who 
had preached there the summer 
that this was written? G. Camp- 
bell Morgan of London, England, 
had preached there. Dr. Charles 
A. Blanchard of Wheaton, College 
had preached there. James M. 
Gray of the Bible Institute had 


preached there, and W. R. Newell 
of the had 
there. 

Yes, we can have revivals today 
just like they had back then if 
we are willing to pay the price. 

Now what did they do fo pro- 
mote revivals? We have seen 
that there was sin back then just 
like there is now. Perhaps there 
are some cases where conditions 
are worse now than. they were

then ,and there are also cases 
where conditions are better now 
than then. But we can have re- 
vival now because God’s Word 


says we can have revival now. 

Turn with me to Jeremiah 
3:2, 3: “Life up thine eyes unto 
the high places, aud see where 
thou hast not been lien with. In 
the ways hast thou sat for them, 
as the Arabian in the wilderness, 
and thou hast polluted the land 
with thy whoredoms and with 
thy wickedness. Therefore the 
showers have been witholden, and 
there hath been no latter rain; 
and thou hadst a whore’s fore- 
head, thou refusedst to be asham- 
ed.” 

Listen, they did something 
abeut the rain not falling back 
then. From a study of a vast 
amount of material, I find they 
did three things to promote re- 
vivals when they faced great 
wickedness on every hand just like 
we do. 

1. They Preached Repentance 
and Turning From Specific Sins. 

Notice I said, they preached 
repentance and turning from spe- 
cific sins. We have a type of 
preaching today that says, pee 
preach against sin,” but it does 
not name anything. So the peo- 
ple do not know what is sinful, 
and do not realize that there are 
certain things they ought to quit. 

I read recently about a preacher 
who preached something like this. 
When he said. pedple ought to be 
saved, he said, “Perhaps you have 
been mistaken, as it were, and 
you might need to repent, so to 
speak, or you might go to Hell, 
more or less.” You know, there 
is a lot of preaching today that 
isn’t definite. It just doesn't 
name anything. Sure, lots. of 
preachers say they preach against 
sin, but we need to come out and 
name the moving pictures, card 
playing, the dance and adultery 
and other things of the world— 
mixed bathing, the Masonic lodge, 
etc. They preached on_ specific 
sins back yonder in days past. 
That is why they had revivals. 

Isaiah 58:1 says: “Cry aloud, 
spare not, lift up thy voice like 
a trumpet, and shew my people 
their transgression, and the house 
of Jacob their sins.” 

Now “transgressions” is plural 
and ‘“‘sins” is plural. Isaiah says 
we ought not just to say “sin”. 
We ought to name specific things 
and tell people they ought to turn 
from them. We need to get people 
to return to the place where they 
will repent of their sins. ‘The 
Lord’s hand is not shortened, that 
it cannot save; neither his ear 
heavy. that it cannot hear: But 
your iniquities have separated be- 
tween you and your God.” They 
preached against specific sins back 
there and they had revival. 

2. They Preached “Prayimg 
Through” on The Part of Chris- 
tians. 

I say on the part of Christians. 
I don't believe that an unsaved 
person has to beg God to save him, 
But there are too many Christians 
today who never do pray through 
and never get off of a little 
prayer record, never do get the 
blessing from Heaven they need. 

Oh, I read about Brainerd as he 
prayed all night long. He said 
when he got up from his prayer 
after praying all night, his body 
was wet with perspiration in his

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intense praying for the Indians 
here in the United States. 

I read John 
getting up at four o’clock in the 
morning and praying until day- 
light, praying through to God. 

I read about D. L. Moody get- 
ting up at four o'clock in the 
morning. R. A. Torrey said in 
writing of D. L. Moody, that he 
got up one morning early and was 
walking around and he heard 
someone in the study. D. L. 
Moody had a vast study, a vast 
library of books. You know, a 
lot of people believe an evangelist 
doesn’t need to study, doesn’t need 
any books. But D. L. Moody had 
one of the largest libraries of the 
preachers of his day. He was up 
every morning. R. A. Torrey said 
he went into the study and Moody 
had been there over an hour pray- 
‘ing and in Bible study getting 
close to God. That is what we 
need today. We need some pray- 
ing through on the part of be- 
lievers, on the part of preachers, 
on the part of all of us. That is 
what they needed back then. 

3. They Preached the Fullness 
of the Spirit for Believers for Soul- 
Winning Power. 

I thank God for Dr. Rice’s book 
on the Holy Spirit. In this book 
which was printed in part in THE 
SWORD OF THE LORD there was 
a list of these men—how each one 
of them prayed for the fullness of 
the Holy Spirit. They had re- 
vivals back then because they had 
knowledge and fire. 

Someone is always talking about 
zeal without knowledge. Bless 
your heart, I like what R. G. Lee 
said recently about that. He said, 
“Brethren, I am not half as afraid 
of a fool on fire as I am of an 
intellectual on ice.” Amen! “Iam 
not half as afraid of a fool on 
fire as I am of an intellectual: on 
ice.” Fever is a sign that the 
body is fighting, and a chill means 
that it has given up. Churches 
are cold today and indifferent and 
unconcerned. I long to see the 
day of old-time fire coming down 
from Heaven—the real holy fire 
and the real zeal that we need 
in this hour. 

Moody walking down Wall street 
one day was so overcome with the 
power of the Holy Spirit that he 
had to go into a friend’s house. 
He didn’t talk much about the 
experience. He didn’t jump ‘up 
like a lot of folks do today and 
brag about it. It was a sacred 
thing to him; many of his books 
never mentioned it. But he went 
into this room, and there he 
prayed and after that experience 
there with the Lord he said, “I 
preached the same sermons but 
there was something different in 
my preaching. There were a few 
souls saved before but now the 
souls stream down the aisles in 
large numbers.” 

Two women had come to Moody 
and had talked with him of the 
fullness of the Holy Spirit and 
Moody that day experienced it 
as he was walking down Wall 
Street when he had to go into a 
friends house because he was 
afraid of being overcome there 
in the street. I say, we need the 
fullness of power of the Holy 
Spirit. 
specific sins. We need to pray 
and keep on praying until we 
pray through as believers. The 
prophets and preachers of the 
past demonstrated how we can 
have revivals. 


The Promises of the Bible 
Declare That We Can Have 


Revival Now 
God’s Word gives many promises, 
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We need to preach on} 


but I would like to read just one 
Turn back to Joel 2:23 
very interesting 
verse of Scripture. Joel says in 
23: “Be - glad then, ye 
children of Zion, and rejoice in the 
Lord your God: for he hath, given 
you the former rain moderately, 
and he will cause to come down 
for you the rain, the former rain, 
and the latter rain in the first 
month.” 

In the Moffatt translation we 
have a little different emphasis 
than we get here. It is a little 
clearer, I believe. Notice what the 
Moffatt translation says about this 
verse: “The early rain [Moreh] he 
hath given you amply, the winter 
rain [Gershon] he has_ poured 
upon you and sent the latter rain 
as of old, [Malkosh].” 

Now, in Palestine, besides the 
solar year they have an agricul- 
tural year. The agricultural year 
begins in October and the early 
rain comes on the crops that’ have 
been planted. Then from Decem- 
ber to March the winter downpour 
comes, and then just before the 
harvest the latter rain falls. 

Now what does that have to do 
with revivals? Look in verse 28 


or two. 
and notice a 


verse 


of this same chapter. What does 
this Scripture mean. What is 
Joel talking about? For. one 


thing, I think he is talking about 
the rains, the actual, literal rains 
in Palestine. But I think it has a 
prophetical and Scriptural inter- 


pretation concerning the Holy 
Spirit. 
“And it.shall come to _ pass 


afterward, that I will pour out my 
spirit upon all flesh; and your 
sons and daughters shall prophe- 
cy, your old men shall dream 
dreams, your young men shall see 
visions: And also upon the serv- 
ants and upon the handmaids in 
those days will I pour out my 
spirit.”—Joel: 2:28, 29. 

Now turn to the second chap- 
ter of the book of Acts and we 
see a fulfillment of Joel the sec- 
ond chapter, beginning at verse 
14: 

“But Peter, standing up with 
the eleven, lifted up his voice, and 
said unto them, Ye men of Judaea, 
and all ye that. dwell at Jerusa- 
lem, be this known unto you and 
harken to my words: For these 
are not drunken, as ye suppose, 
seeing it is but the third hour of 
the day. But this is that which 
was spoken by the prophet Joel; 
And it shall come to pass in the 
last days saith God, I will pour 
out my Spirit upon all flesh: and 
your sons and your daughters 
Shall prophecy, and your young 
men shall see visions, and your 
old men shall dream dreams: And 
on my servants and on my hand- 
maidens I will pour out in those 
days of my Spirit; and they shall 
prophesy: And I will shew won- 
ders in heaven above.and signs in 
the earth beneath; blood, and fire, 
and vapour of smoke: The sun 
shall be turned into darkness, and 
the moon into blood, before that 
great and notable day of the Lord 
come: And it shall come to pass, 
that whosoever shall call on the 


name of the Lord shall be saved.” 
—Acts 2:14-21, 

What, does all of this mean? 
Simply this: that God has pre 
vided showers of blessing for ev 
ery dispensation, that in the be- 
ginning the Holy Spirit was avail- 


able in power—the first rain, the: 


early rain; then the Holy Spirit 
is available for the December to 
March period of the church; and 
now in these latter days the last 
rains characterize the days of 
great revivals. We can expect 
the showers of blessing to come at 
this hour. There is not a dispen- 
sation in God’s Word that power 
has not been provided for. The 
Holy Spirit is able to save souls in 
these last days. In fact, one of 
the greatest revivals that will 
ever take place will be after the 
tribulation period when the Jewish 
people will be converted. I am 
praying with you that these days 
of revival refreshing will come, 
Right here during these days let 
us pray: 


Lord, as of old at Pentecost 
Thou didst Thy power dis- 
play; 
With - cleansing, 
flame j 
Descend on us today,

Lord, send the old-time power, 
The Pentecostal power,
